— creation ol a farraer-ceierah^ structure to - _ 
handle marketing of agricultural products aTt 00 
percent parity. 

— cessation of all agric u lt u ral imports rata 
parity is reached. 

Parity is simply 3 price which, when adjusted 
for Inflation each year, will bring farmers 
returns for their crops equal in value to prices 
they receh-ed-during the base year of 1967. With 
parity, their buying power stays on "par" with 
the rest of the economy. 

Since 1974, farmers claim, the bottom has 
fallen but of the farm cornmodity market. They ' 
blame the situation 00 the "fence row to fence, 
row" agricultural policy promoted during the 
Bute era, in the Agriculture Department
